Whereas, an official communication has 
been received at the Department of State, 
from Her Britannic Majesty's Charge d Af- 
aires near this Government, founded upon 
a despatch he had received from Her Ma- 
jesty’s Charge-d’ Affaires in Mexico, an- 
oouncing to thie Government the fact, 
that the President of Mexico would forth- 
with order a cessation of hostilities on his 
part, and the establishment of an armis 
tice between Mexico and Texas and re- 
quested that the President of Texas would 
send similar orders to the different officers 
commanding the Texan forces. 

And whereas the President of Texas 
has felt justified, from the dispositions 
evinced by this act of the President of 
Mexico, liad the nature of those disposi- 
tions, in adopting the proposed measure, 
and ordering the cessation of the hostili- 
ties on the part of Texas: 

Therefore be it known, that!],SAM 
HOUSTON, President of the Republic of 
Texas and Commander-in Chief of “tne 
Army and Navy of the same, do hereby 
declare and prociaim that an Armistice is 
established between Texas and Mexico. 
to continue during the pendency of nego 
tiations between the two countries for 
peace, and until due notice of an intention 
to resume hostilities.[and if such an inten- 
tion hereafter be entertained by cithe: 
side} shall have been formerly announced 
through Her Britannic Majesty's Charge d 
Affaires at the respective Guovern- 
ments and their vocation of this procla- 
mation; and all officers commanding the

They all proceeded towards Quin- 
cy together, Smith being attended by 
his counsel, Cyrus Walker, who broke 
all his appointments in the district, 
where he was to have addressed the 
people; and Reynolds was attende.| 
by his counsel, Mr. Mason, of Dixon. 

The whole party made some stop 
ut Nauvoo, where the Missouri agent 
says he was forced to go against his 
will. Smith and Walker then sued 
outa writ of habeas corpus from the 
Municipal Court of Nauvoo. The 
case of Smith was brought before 
that court, which, after hearing a very 
able speech from Mr. Walker three 
hours long, and very loud in favor of 
Smith, that court discharged him from 
imprisonment. Thus the matter now 
stands. We will advise our readers 
of its further progress hereafter. The 
silence of the Journal on all this mat- 
ter is very suspicious. The plot of 
its masters, the Junto, has now come 
toa head; all except their pledge tb 
Bennet.

ARREST OF JOSEPH SMITH. 
Dixon, June 26th, 1843. 
To the Editor of the Chicago Democrat: 

Dear Sir: Our little town has been 
in an unusal state of excitement for 
the few days past, originating from the 
arrestof General Joseph Smith, which 
took place at the Inlct Grove, while 
he was on a visit, with his family, toa 
sister, who resides there. He was ar- 
rested on Friday last, by an officer 
from Hancock county, and delivered 
over to the sheriff of Jackson county, 
Missouri, in compliance with the or- 
ders of the Governor. 

The officers who took him, brought 
him into town in the evening and con- 
fined him closely to his room; refusing 
admission not only to the citizens, 
whose curiosity had drawn them to 
the spot, but to counsel whom he had 
to have employed. 

r citizens, conceiving it a viola- 
tion of right, that aman should be 
deprived of that advice and assistance 
which is accorded to the most degra- 
ded and guilty offender in all civilized 
countries, under such circumstances, 
expressed themselves in such strong 
and indignant terms, that the officers 
finally permitted counsel to have ac- 
cess to him. He applied for the ben- 
efit of the habeas corpus; and, while 
the lawyers were busy drawing the 
necessary papers, the officers frequent- 
ly asserted that they would not wait; 
but would leave for the Mississippi, at 
all hazards. They were, however, 
induced by the force of argument to 
desist from their intention and wait 
until morning; when the habeas cor- 
pus was served. After which, they 
stated their determination to go to 
Rock Island and by steamboat from 
thence to Galena, before Judge Brown. 
General Smith justly felt fearful that 
once on asteamboat, he should hardly 
reach Galena. The distance from 
this place to Rock Island is the same 
as from here to Galena. General 
Smith finding this their determination, 
commenced suit against the sheriff of 
Missouri for trespass, and held him to. 
bail; which he wasunable to procure, 
which circumstance lowered his tune a 
little; and thus finally, to-day, have 
left for Quincy in search of Judge 
Young. 

The severe treatment of the Gene- 
ral, together with his pleasing deport- 
ment and equinamity under all his 
trials, have made him many friends 
and created almost universal sympa- 
thy. Persecution or oppression al- 
ways helps the cause of the persecu- 
ted and oppressed, whether their cause 
is right or wrong.

AN IRRUPTION OF LOCUS 
Livingston, June Sth, 1843. 

The locusts are off us: and I hasten to 
apprise yoo of the moverients of the in- 
vading army. Thie few which were ob- 
served on Monday the 29th ult. probably 
perished by the unseasonable cold of the 
few succeeding days, arid the main body 
prudently kept in doors till on Saturday, 
June 3d, a Southwést wind having brought 
us warmer almosphéte, they began to 
feel the necessity laid upon them to visit 
this upper world, dnd make provision for 
continuing their race and name to future 
ages. AboGt siridown on that day, while 
looking after the safety of a newly hived 
swarm of bees, | first noticed several 
grubs crawliag round the hive, and on 
closer examination | discovered coantless 
oumbers ascending froin the subterranean 
abodes, and crawling over fences, bushes. 
and whatever proniised to Offer a secure 
resting place for the last transformation. 
| even found at that early hour some al- 
ready escaped from the shell, and with 
with wings fully expanded, and others 
half extricated. 

My observations fully confirmed the 
account given by your Fairfield corres 
pondent. I think he omitted to say that 
when first extricatsd from the shell they 
are of a cream color, except the eyes and 
two dark spots on the back part of the 
head. T'ltey soon become brown. The 
W is fully marked on their wings, (that 
is, on the two outer and much longer, for 
they have four). It probably means 
Washingtonian, for those insects are the 
most abstemious of their kind.
